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MINUTES OF TOWN MEETING 


March 7, 1944 


Pursuant to the foregoing warning and notification thie 
legal voters of the Town of Dorset met in Town Meeting at 
the School Hall in East Dorset on the 7th day of ‘March, 1944, 
at ten o’clock in the forsnoon to transact the following 
business: 

In the absence of W. G. Barrows, Moderator, the meeting 
was called to order by Paul White, Selcictman. The warning 
of the meeting was read by Mr. White, 

Art. 1. W. F. MeDevitt made the motion to accept the 
report of the Town (Officers as printed. Motion seconded and 
carried. 

Art. 2. ‘‘To elect Town Officers for the ensuing year, to be 
voted on by Australian Ballot.’”’’ M. F. Kelly tendered ‘his 
resignation as Sclectman after serving the Town since 1904, 
and a. motion was made by |Mr. Theodore that a letter of thanks 
be sent to Mr. Kelly in appreciation for his long years of ser- 
vice, Motion second:d and carried. H. R. Davis made a 
motion that a copy of this letter be published in the Town 
Report. Duly seconded and carried. 

- Nominations were put in order to fill tha vacancy of 
Selectman. John H. Stannard was nominated by Frederick 
Gilbert and duly seconded. He received a unanimous vote 
from the floor. The motion was made and duly seconded that 
the Clerk cast one ballot for Mr. Stannard as Selectman, and 
he was declared duly elected.

Art. 3. ‘“‘To ‘hear the report of the Town Officers on the 
Budget adopted at the 1943 Town Meeting,—and to act upon 
tha 1944 Budget and its attendant Tax Rate, as prepared ‘by 
the Town Officers.’’ Before the Budget was voted on a motion 
was made by Charles A. Wade that a new ‘heating plant be 
installed in tha Dorset School. (Motion seconded and carried. 
After a discussion by several of the taxpayers, Carleton Howe 
made the motion that the Selectmen and th School Directors 
be empowered to investigate and act upon installing heating 
plants in the Dorset and East Dorset schools. Motion seconded 
and carried, 

Motion ‘was made iby Chas. A. Wade that the budget be 
increased to cover the cost of installing said heaters. After 
further “discussion on the matter Mr. Wade withdrew his 
motion and the motion was made by Carleton Howe that thie 
Selectmen borrow $2,000.00 to defray the expenses of install- 
ing said heating plants. Motion carried. 

Motion made and seconded to accept the budget as printed 
in the Town Report. It was so voted. 

Art. 4. “To see if the Town will vote to raise money by 
taxation or otherwise to pay the current expenses and ind'cbt- 
edness of the Town.’ Voted to raise money by taxation to pay 
the current expenses and indebtedness of the Town. 

Art, 5. ‘“‘To see if the Town will vote to accept the pro- 
visions made ‘by law for the payment of Taxes to the 'Town 
Treasurer.’ Motion mada and seconded that taxes be paid to 
the Town Treasurer. Carried. 

Art. 6. “To determine jby vote the date on which Taxes 
shall be payabla and what discount, if any, not to exceed four 
per cent shall be allowed if paid on or before the specified 
time.’”’ Motion made that Poll Taxes be paid on or before 
July ist, and Real Estate Taxes on or before Oct. 1st, with a 
four per cent discount if paid on or before these dates. 

Art. 7. “Shall the names of delinquent taxpayers of both 
Poll and Real Estate Taxes ‘be published in the Town Report?” 
Motion made and seconded that the names of delinquent tax- 
payers be published in the Town Report. Motion carried. 

Art. 8. ‘What amount, if any, in excess of that required 
by law, shall the 'Town School District pay for High School 
Tuition?’ Motion made and seconded that $45 in excess of 
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that required by law be paid by the Town for High School 
Tuition, It was so voted. 
Art. 9. “To see if the Town will vote an appropriation of 
$100.00 for the proper observance of Memorial Day.” ‘Voted 
$100.00 for the observance of (Memorial Day. 
Motion made and seconded that the meeting adjourn until 
1:30 P. M., for dinner. Carried. 


Meeting called to order at 1:30 P. M., by thea Moderator. 

Art. 10. ‘‘Shall licenses for the sale of malt and vinous 
beverages be granted in this Town?” Yes 65; No 24. 

“Shall spirituous liquors bie sold in this Town?’” Yes 54; 
No. 40. 

Art. 11. “To see what compensation the Town will vote 
its Town Officers.’’ Motion made that the Town Officers be 
paid $4.00 per day. Duly seconded and carried. 

Art. 12. ‘*To sue if the Town will vote to authorize and 
empower the Selectmen to appoint one or two Road Commis- 
sioners. ’’ Elected by ballot. 

Art, 13. “To see if the Town will vote to employ an Ac- 
countant from the Office of the Auditor of Accounts under 
Article No. 55, Acts of 1937.’ Motion made and seconded 
that this article be laid on the table. It was so voted. 

Art, 14. “Shall baseball be permitted afticr 2:00 P. M., on 
Sunday in this Town?” Yes 83; No 10. 

“Shall moving pictures be permitted after 6:00 P. M., on 
Sunday in this Town?” Yes 84; No 9. 

“Shall lectures and concerts be permitted after 6:00 P. M. 
on Sunday in this Town?” Yes 87; No 5. 

Art. 15. ‘“‘To see if the Town will vote to adopt the Aus- 
tralian Ballot System for the election of Town Officers.’’ Mo- 
tion mada and seconded that the Town continue to use the 
Australian Ballot System for -the election of Town Officers.

A motion was made by Rufus Gilbert and duly seconded 
that the chair appoint a committee to investigate and act on 
leasing or buying land on which to erect sheds for the purpose 
of storing town machinery. (Carried. The committee ap- 
pointed was Rufus S, Gilbert, Thomas W. Warren and H. G. 
Stone, 

Art. 19. “To transact any other busin'ess proper to come 
before this meeting.” Motion made and seconded that the 
minutes of this meeting be published in the Town Report. 
Carried. 

A discussion on the question of employing a town manager 
resulted in a motion by Leland P. Beebe, which was duly sec- 
onded, that the chair appoint a committee to confer with the 
Town Officers of Rupert. Leland Beebe was appointed chair- 
man of this committee, fhe to appoint the other two members. 

The result of the ballot on Town Officers was read by the 
Moderator. 

Motion made and secondd to adjourn.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Manchester Center, Vt., Feb. 5, 1945. 
Members of the School Board: 


We can consider ourselves fortunate to have been able to 
keep the schools operating as usual in a period of wartime 
stress, when, in most enterprises, ‘‘busineSs as usual’’ jhas 
been out of the question. Unfortunately, such success this 
year is no guarantee that we can do as well next year. 

Not only have the schools been operated in their usual 
routine, but some long deferred improvements have been made, 
so that now the school plant is in the best condition it has 
been for some time. Interior painting and a new ceiling at 
North ‘District have made that school very attractive. Hollow 
school with a coat of fresh paint is much pleasanter than it 
has been for some time. The two re-painted rooms at East 
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Dorset have made that school much more attractive than it 
has been for a number of years. The Dorset Village school 
- has‘ been insulated, and equipped with a new heating plant, 
which should make it possible to go through a winter without 
having to dismiss the pupils because the rooms are too cold 
to stay in as was the case last winter. So far this winter, 
the rooms have been very comfortable on the coldest mornings. 
The side entrance has been changed to provide entrance with- 
out going over ice eovered steps, but a whole new outside door 
assembly is needed to be certain that the outside door remains 
ciosed. The primary room received a coat of paint. 

These operations left the school account with a balance of 
less than $600.00. The schools should now be put on a 
regular rotation of renovation so that such an accumulation 
of work would not come in one year. 

Progress has also been made in other directions than plant 
improvement, The revised edition of the Elson reading sys- 
tem has been put in the first grade; number work books pro- 
vided for the first two grades; and English work books for the 
five upper grades. This was a new venture, but it seemed 
worth trying, particularly with the English, as that seems to 
be the most difficult subject for satisfactory instruction. The 
experiment has worked well, and I believe the practice should 
be continued. The revised (Elson texts should be put,in the 
second grade next year. 


There was, during the past year, an average enrollment 
in the elementary schools of 150 with an average daily attend- 
ane of 122.4. Of those in school at the end of the year, 93 or 
82% were promoted, 11 of whom were on condition. It seemed 
wise for 23 to repeat their grade. This last fall there were 
145 enrolled in the schools. Tihe average high school enroll- 
ment was 35.5. This year there were 25 pupils enrolled at 
Burr and Burton Seminary, only two of whom are Seniors, and 
three pupils elsewhere. 


The introduction of music instruction in the schools of the 
west side is a progressive step in the right direction, but East 
Dorset pupils should have the same advantage, and if it is to 
be privately financed, as at present, the people of that com- 
munity ought to make provision for it, 


Another step in the right direction is the health examina- 
tion project carried out by the Parent Teacher Association on 
the west side of the town, through which it has been possible 
to secure examination of all the pupils. So far, the record of 
corrections of detected defects is rather low, but in time that

will probably increase. It sometimes takes longer to educate 
adults to progressive ways of thinking and doing than it does 
the youngsters in school. 

The reason that it seems to me these activities of the 
Parent Teacher Association are worthy of comment even 
though they are not initiated by the school ,\board, is that they 
exemplify one of the essentials of effective rural citizenship 
as pointed out by Murray D. Lincoln in a speech at the White 
House Conference on Rural Education, that “it is not what is 
done for people that counts, it is what people do for them- 
selves.’’ 

One further improvement of the school plant to be planned 
for is the installation of an ‘efficient heating plant at the East 
Dorset school. It seems impossible to heat the rooms satis- 
factorily with the present equipment, in spite of several 
attempts to improve its operating efficiency. Even if a new 
heating plant cannot be installed for a while, Something de- 
cisive should be done to keep the water pipes from freezing 
every winter. Not only is the freezing a source of annoyance, 
but it is also a matter of no small expense.

For the information of your taxpayers the customary an- 
nual statement is presented for your town report. 


Payments of Old Age Assistance to persons applying from 
your town amounted to $5,855.00 during the year January 1, 
1944, to December 31, 1944. The number of recipients in 
December, 1944, was 25. 


The resources of this department and its ability to make 
payments are determined by the state appropriation which is 
matched by federal funds. During recent months it has not 
been possible to grant assistance or to increase all who were 
found eligible after investigation. The cost of living has 
increased so much that about every case needs to be increased 
that is not now getting the maximum. The co-operation of 
Overseers in extending temporary aid and supplementary med- 
ical services has been very helpful. 

The administrative 'expenses of this department have risen 
slightly during the biennial period but the administrative re- 
view of the Social Security Board emphasizes that the total 
administrative cost per case per month is among the lowest in 
the country. 

The advice and counsel of local officials and interested 
people are gratefully acknowledged by this department and its 
field staff.

To the People of Vermont: 


During 1944 the War Finance Committee for Vermont con- 
ducted the Fourth, Fifth and Sixth War Loan Campaigns, all 
eminently successful;—successful not alone in the amount of 
money raised but successful in that it enabled more than one 
hundred thousand Vermonters to save and at the same time 
furnish their government with funds to conduct the war. 

In these three campaigns Vermonters purchased $112,- 
600,000 worth of Bonds of all kinds; $20,450,000 in Series E 
Bonds and $8,626,000 in Series F and G Bonds, and the re- 
mainder in the so-called Treasury issues. 

To sell this large amount of Bonds required a good organ- 
ization and a co-operative response on the part of the people. 
We had both. 

Vermont’s sales army in each of the three campaigns con- 
sisted of about four thousand men and women. People who 
gave of their time and effort to make these campaigns a suc- 
cess;—to them, as well as to the people of Vermont, I am very 
grateful, 

As we assemble in town meeting this year with the realiz- 
ation that the management of our political and civic affairs: is. 
in our own hands, let us turn our thought to those who are 
fighting to preserve these rights and liberties. Let us resolve 
that there may be no lessening in our efforts to back them to 
the limit that the war may be shortened and that their return 
to their homes may be hastened.
